J ennings Is Out as Auburn Prison Warden; 
Gives Injuries in Riot as Cause of Retiring

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 2.—Brig. 
| Gen. Edgar S. Jennings has given 
up his. post as warden of Auburn 
prison. 

Dr. R. P. Kieb, Commissioner of 


Prisons, announced Mr. Jennings’s 
| step as a resignation. When told 
| tonight that Mr. Jennings denied he 
| had resigned, the commissioner said: 

“If he has not resigned, I can’t 
read: I have the letter in his writ- 
ing, and it says that he wishes to 
retire and take advantage of the re- 
tirement benefits.”’ 

| The prison riots occurred in the 
|}last six months at Auburn- under 

Warden Jennings’s régime and in 

the second one last month he was 
| himself a victim. He was gassed by 
| rescuers and beaten by the rioting 
prisoners who captured him. It was 
| on account of his injuries that he re- 
| signed, according to Dr. Kieb, who 
refused to make public the letter. 

“He felt that the experience 
through which he had passed had so 
undermined his health that it ap- 
| peared physically impossible for him 

| to continue,’’ said the commissioner. 

Governor Roosevelt also told in- 
quirers that the withdrawal was due 
| to the physical incapacity of the for- 
mer warden. Neither he nor Com-

The Jennings administration has 
been under heavy fire ever since the 
second riot at Auburn. Whether any 
official suggestion was made to him 
that he should retire has not been 
disclosed here.

Boy, 16, Admits 150 Robberies in Brooklyn; 
Entered Homes to Rifle Coats of Party Guests 


A 16-year-old schoolboy, arraigned 
yesterday on a charge of robbery 
before Magistrate Hughes’in Flat- 
bush Court, admitted that he and 
two 15-year-old companions had 
robbedy 150 homes in the Sheeps- 
head Bay, Flatbush and Borough 
Park sections of Brooklyn during 


the last two months and had spent 
the proceeds on shows. 

The boy arraigned was William 
Haggerty of 5,805 Sixteenth Avenue, 
Brooklyn. He was held im $10,000 
bail for a hearing today. His com- 
panions, Bert Simonson of 1,154 East 
Second Street and Edward Kelly of 
1,949 Fifty-second Street, were sent 
to Children’s Court. 

Late on New Year’s night Patrol- 
man William Eason, a demoted de 
tective of the Parkville station, with 
Sergeant O’Neil and Patrolman Feld- 
man of the same precinct, was drivy- 
ing t the home of Harry Gross, 
at Avenue J, when he saw three 
boys run out of the yard with Gross 
in. pursuit. Gross collared one of 
them. But the others fled. Eason 
overtook them in his car and 
brought them back to Gross’s home. 

Gross described how, while giving 
a New Year party, he surpriséd the 
boy he had captured rifling the pock- 


ets of overcoats left by his guests in 
a room of his home. The boy proved 
to be Haggerty. Questioned later at 
the police station he admitted the 
charge and said that he and his com- 
panions had committed fifty similar 
robberies. 

His plan, Haggerty said, was to se- 
lect a house where a party was in 
progress, take off his shoes and 
stockings, climb through a window 
into the room where the wraps had 
been left and steal whatever valua- 
bles he found. He also admitted that 
he had committed several roberies by 
himself at night. On entering a bed- 
room, he said, he would first see if 
the sleeper were facing in his direc- 
tion. If so, he left the house imme- 
diately. If not, he searched the room 
for cash and jewelry. . 

Two other youths were arrested in 
Brooklyn New Year’s Night by De- 
tective Arthur De Marrais, who sur- 
prised them nereing up the drug 
store of Benjamin Lipschitz at 316 
Franklin Avenue. They were Anthony 
Ferrara, 16 years old, of 143 George 
Street, and Murray Leonardi, 19, of 
1,671 Hopkins Street. Each of them 
carried. a pistol when arrested, but 
only one gun was loaded. 


A point brought out in the cross 
examination of Flood .contributed 
something new to the history of the 
murder.

He 
set about a feeble effort as his own 
lawyer in much the same excited way 
in which, as he later testified, he 
had viewed events and persons on 
the night of Nov. 4, 1928, when he 
hurried to the Park Central Hotel 
on a report that ‘‘a man’’ had been 
shot there. : 

Flood admitted that he had 
omitted material facts from his re- 
ports to his superiors. He said that 
he had put the time when he was 
summoned from the West Forty- 
seventh Street station to go to ths 
hotel at 11:15 P. M. Deputy Com- 
missioner Ruttenberg forced him to 
admit that he was at the\hotel about 
thirty minutes before that hour. The 
detective denied with heat that he 
had fdisified the time in order to 
cover up something. 

The cross-examination of Flood 
brought out that fingerprints on four 
glasses and two bottles found in 
Room 349—the scene of the fatal 
shooting of Rothstein, according to 
the police—had been valueless in the 
investigation. The reason for this 
was that Flood had not fingerprinted 
‘Rothstein after his death in Poly- 
clinic Hospital on Nov. 6.

The delay in getting a 
search warrant was another matter 
which the detective charged up to 
Inspector Carey. 

Major Mayer developed the fact 
that when the police paused in their 
investigation of the shooting, at 4 
A. M. on Nov. 5, a police guard had 
not been stationed in Room 349. 
‘‘We instructed Detective Divers, 
the house officer, and the manager, 
Mr. Hartnett,”’ said Flood, ‘‘to let us 
know if anybody came back to that 
room, and Mr. Hartnett informed me 
that he would cause the arrest of 
any one that came back there and 
hold him for us.’’

In plain words, this is a request 
that France promise to 
those sanctions should Germany not 
carry out the Young plan. Naturally, 
the Tardieu Government is not going 
to accept that. However, the French 
delegation has brought to The Hague 
a compromise plan which seems to 
denote a real desire to give the Ger- 
mans a measure of satisfaction. This 
plan, which is largely the work of 


Foreign Minister Briand, may be ex- 
pressed briefly as follows: 

Both France and Germany, as well 
as the other interested nations, de- 
clare they will be faithful to the 
Young plan. In case either France | 
or Germany is accused by the other 
of violating the Young plan, there 
would be an arbitration situation 
solvable either by the Arbitration 
Board provided in the Young plan 
or by the World Court. If the ar- 
biters found France in the wrong 
she would abide by the finding. 
Should Germany be found at fault 
in the event of non-payment, then 
France would regain her liberty and 
take the sanctions under the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

It is understood the British will 
give the French formula their back- 
ing and subscribe to it Naturally 
this will not satisfy the German 
Right, but it marks a considerable 
concession from the former French 
view and it is expected the Germans 
will in the end accept it. Certainly 
they will not succeed in getting 
Premier Tardieu to promise that no 
matter how great Germany’s failure 
to pay reparations, France would 
bind herself not to exert her rights 
under the peace treaty. 

It is also expected the Belgians will 
try again to get the 
Bank for Brussels. But is general- 
ly expected that the decision of the 
banking experts at Baden Baden on 
Basle, Switzerland, will stand.

Paris Delegates Go to Hague In- 
terested Chiefly in Plans for 
Reparations Bonds.

PARIS, Jan. 2.—With their atten- 
tion fixed principally on the neces- 
sity of obtaining a settlement at The | 
Hague which will permit floating the | 
first German reparations loan under 
good conditions, Premier Tardieu, 
Foreign Minister Briand, Finance 
Minister Chéron and a large group 
of experts left this morning for the 
second Hague conference. The suc- 
cess or faiiure of the Young plan 
depends on the reception given by 
the investing public of every country 
to the bond issues which will be 
floated by the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements. 

How much these issues will be and 
when they will be made will not 
be settled until the bank has 
been finally organized, but even 
now it is essential that conditions 
should be prepared which will 
create public confidence, If after 
The Hague meeting and during the 
next few months the feeling of un- 
certainty about Germany’s future, 
which has been created partly as a 
result of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht’s dif- 
ferences with the German Govern- 
men, is allowed to cohtinue it may 
be difficult to place German bonds 
in the international market. 

Premier Tardieu is believed to be 
prepared to insist that the most im- 
portant evidence of good faith which 
Germany can give of her adherence 
to the Young plan is for the German 
people to be the first subscribers to 
the loan. In conversations on this 
matter the German reply has fre- 
quently been that the German losses 
during the recent Wall Street col- 
lapse have adversely affected the ca- 
pacity of the country to subscribe. 

M. Tardieu’s reply has been, in 
effect, that everybody else lost and 
the fact that German money was 
lost in Wall Street is simply proof 
that the German position is not so 
bad as it is usually represented. 

The French Premier has gone to 
The Hague prepared to carry 
through with the greatest loyalty 
France’s engagements for the evacu- 
ation of the Rhineland and the ulti- | 
mate evacuation of the Sarre area, 
which were made by his predecessor.

To the Legislature: 
PRISONS. 


You are all familiar with the fact 
that on three occasions this year 
desperate attempts to escape have 
been made by some of the prison- 
ers of the State. There are man 
causes contributing to these out- 
breaks, but it is worth noting that 


ing situation, and secondly, re- 
forms which will go more deeply .to 
the root of the trouble and which 
should be put into effect only after 
very careful study. 

It is unwise and unjust for any 
of us to jump to hasty conclusions. 
Neither those who insist that what 
they call the coddling of prisoners 
must cease nor those who object to 
what they call inhuman and bar- 
barous treatment of prisoners are 
wholly right. 


Overcrowding a Major Factor. 


It is clear that the existing over- 
crowding of our prisoners is one 
of the major factors in the existing 


situation. Everybody knows that 
the old cell blocks are not only in- 
sufficient to house the prison pop- 
ulation, but that they are also un- 
sanitary to an extent which consti- 
tutes a disgrace to our State. 

It is of course, impossible to 
build new permanent buildings 
over night and therefore, in order 
to relieve present conditions, I am 
asking you to authorize camps 
which can be built in a month’s 
time and which will accommodate 
approximately 500 men. 

It is proposed that one of these 
camps be placed at the new Attica 
Prison and that a part of the grad- 
ing and other work in connection 
with the building of the prison can 
be accomplished by this means. 

Other camps would be used for 
the purpose of carrying on certain 
highway construction which can be 
accomplished during the Winter as 
well as the Summer season. It has 
been suggested that one camp be 
placed in the forest preserve and 
that work be done in cutting nec- 
essary fire breaks. 


Camps to Be Experimental. 


These camps are frankly an ex- 
periment, but if successful the sys- 
tem can be made permanent and 
serve for all time to relieve conges- 
tion in the prisons themselves, to 
afford healthful outdoor exercise 
for the prisoners, and to carry on 
necessary public works. 

Tpe sum desired for the estab- 


lishment of these cantonments is 
$355,000. 

A careful survey of the food and 
clothing situation in our prisons 
discloses that the cost to the State 
of feeding its prisoners is approxi- 
mately only twenty-one cents a day 

er capita and that this should be 
ncreased immediately to the extent 
of five cents a day per capita. 
Furthermore, an additional cloth- 
ing allowance seems to be impera- 
tively needed. 

During the recent riots the con- 
duct of the prison guards was ex- 
cellent, but I am convinced that we 
need immediately an additional 
force of guards. I am therefore 
asking for the authorization of the 
employment of eighty-one more 
guards at the various institutions. 

Furthermore, I believe that the 
scale of pay of the prison guards 
is at the present time too low and 
I am recommending moderate in- 
creases. 

All of the above needs are pro- 
vided for in the ee emergency 
appropriation bill which accom- 
panies this message, 

BANK EXAMINATIONS, . 


Later I shall submit to your 
honorable bodies a comprehensive 
report in regard to the Banking 
Department and the banking law. 
A special committee of bankers 
and buSiness men has been giving 
close study to the situation in ad- 
dition to the investigation by the 
committee of the Legislature. 

I am inforr.ed that these studies, 
in addition to the definite recom- 
mendations of the Superintendent

I 
regret that it therefore becomes 
necessary immediately to: secure 
the benefit of eminent and distin- 
guished counsel to represent the 
State of New York in’ these dis- 
putes. ‘ 

Our State should be ready and 
able to defend the terms and the 
purpose of the treaty and to pro- 
tect the interests of the State and 
of the port as a whole to the fullest 
extent of the law. 

I am therefore asking for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 to cover 
counsel fees and expenses in the 
lighterage, ‘nland terminal and 
other controversies relating to the 
Port of New York, now pending 
between the States of New York 
and New Jersey. 


The emergency appropriation will 
also provide for the necessary per- 
sonal service for the care and up- 
keep of the State Office Building 
at Albany, covering the period up 
to July 1, 1930. 

This item should be passed im- 
mediately in order to enable the 
departments of the State to avail 
themselves as soon as possible of 
the facilities of this building.

CHICAGO, Jan. 2.—What re- 
garded proof of the of 

odern science that all matter has a 
omen as well as a particle form was 
revealed today with announcement 
of the discovery by Professor A. J. 
Dempster of the department of 
physics of the University of Chicago 
that the infinitesimal nucleus of a 
hydrogen atom, held by scientists to 
be one of the most solid and stable 
things in the universe, is actually in 
a state .of continuous vibration at 


tremendous speed. 

Professor Dempster ascertained this 
by photographing the behavior of a 
hydrogen atom through a calcite 
crystal and registering the waves on 
a plate. For this, he-received today 
the $1,000 prize of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, meeting at Des Moines, 
Iowa. The prize is awarded annually | 
for ‘‘the most noteworthy contribu- 
tion to science’’ reported to the asso- 
ciation. 

Physicists “here hailed Professor 
Dempster’s discovery as one of the | 
most important advances in recent 
rears and as conclusive proof of the 
heory of the duality of matter. 
Rounds Out Knowledge of Matter. 

“The most important contribution | 
of twentieth century physics has | 
been the discovery that the physical 
world is composed of three kinds of | 
particles, protons, electrons and 
photons, and that. each of these 
particles has also the characteristics 
of waves,” said Professor Arthur H. 
Compton! Mobel prize winner, in

“The last stage of this work is the | 
proof that protons, the positively | 
charged parts of matter, have wave | 
characteristics. It is this completion | 
of the great work of twenty century 
experimental physics which has now 
been achieved through Dempster’s | 
liscovery of the diffraction of pro- 
tons by ecrystal.’’ 

The revelation of the dual nature 
of all matter as having simultane- 
ously the form of a wave and of a 
projectile was explained by Profes- | 
sor Henry Gordon Gale, head of the 
ilepartment of physics of Chicago | 
University and president of the Amer- | 
ican Physical Society. 

“Physicists seeking to explain the 
ultimate nature of things have be- 
lieved that light was simply a wave | 
form and that atoms, which consist | 
of negative electrons around a =o 


tive nucleus, or proton, were simply 
particles. 

“Professor Compton in 1926 proved 
that light is not only a wave but a 
stream of particles, or photons, | 
bundles of radiant energy. In 1927, 
two investigators at the Bell Labora- | 
tories, Davisson and Germer, re-| 
vealed that negative electrons are 
not only particles but that each 
particle acts as a wave. 

“The final evidence in the cycle 
has now been adduced by Dr. Denne! 
ster, who has proved that positive 
protons have also a wave form as 
well as particle form. These three 
discoveries are probably the most} 
striking advances in physics in re-| 
cent years.”’ | 


Recorded on Photographic Plate. 


The experiments which led t8 Pro- 
fessor Dempster’s discovery were be- 
gun by him eight months ago in the 
Ryerson Laboratory of the Univer- | 
sity of Chicago. By shooting the/ 
hydrogen protons through a crystal | 
in a vacuum, he was able to show | 
eee marks ona sensitized plate.

ferent arrangement, it can be as- 
sumed that the protons of all sub- 
stances would act in the same man- 
ner, Hydrogen is the simplest of 
the elements. We are now applying \ 
the method to helium, the next most 
simple. 

‘How protons, electrons and pho- | 
tons can be both waves and particles 
at the same time is* perhaps the 
greatest problem now confronting 
physicists. This experiment does not 
throw direct light upon that obscure 
relationship, but helps to clarify the 
problem.” 

Analogous to X-Ray Action. 


The hydrogen atoms used by Pro- 
fessor Dempster in his experiment 
are formed in a gas discharge tube, 
a vacuum tube with thé hydrogen 
in it at low pressure. The positive 
hydrogen particles are attracted to 
the cathode and shoot through a 
small hole in the centre, all in ac- 
cordance with a well-established 
technique. 

The particles going through the 
tube travel at the rate of 1,500 miles 
per second. After passing through 
the tube they hit a calcite crystal 
five millimeters beyond. The calcfte 
crystal is the most perfect crystal | 
known, except for the diamond. On 
hitting the crystal, the beam is re- 
flected and hits a photographic plate 
fiften centimeters from the tube. 

“There is an analogy in this with 


the behavior of X-rays when they 
fall on a crystal,’’ Professor Demp- 
ster said, emphasizing again that ‘‘it 
suggests that the positive particles 
have a -wave structure which inter- 
acts with the regular arrangement 
of the crystal. The thing that is 
striking is that it ig a new phenom- 
enon and the only possibility of ex- 
plaining it is in the analogy in the 
behavior of X-rays when they are 
defracted by a crystal.’’

The officials also exchanged notes 
providing for a continuance of the 
temporary administration of the is- 
lands by the British North Borneo 
Company. 

The arrangement confirms in sub- | 
stance the zones of sovereignty in| 
that region and the administrative 
practice which existed under Spanish 
rule when Great Britain had similar 
understandings with the Spanish Gov- | 
ernment. The interests of the latter 
were transferred to the United States | 
by the Treaty of Paris, concluding | 
the Spanish-American War, and by) 
the treaty two years later which took | 
into account the southernmost fringe 
of the Philippine Archipeloga. 

The convention signed today defi- 
nitely recorded the boundary line for 
the first time. This passes to the 
north of British Borneo, but its ex- 
act course was withheld pending 
submission of the convention to the 
Senate.

‘‘Major Campbell is further quoted 
as saying that, as a result of many 
investigations, the administrator dis- 
approved the renewal of thirty-four 
permits to ‘withdraw specially de-| 
natured-alcohol for the year 1930 and 
a total of sixty permits were revoked 
by the administrator, all this with- | 
out proof that any of these per-| 
mittees had diverted any of this de- 
natured alcohol for beverage pur- 
90ses. | 

‘‘Major Campbell’s statement ad- 
mits there was no ‘absolute proof’ 
that all the alcohol withdrawn pre- 
sumably for manufacturing  pur- 
moses had been diverted to ‘bever-/| 
ize channels,’ but, where there was 
no direct proof of guilt, revocation 
of or refusal to renew permits was 
based on inyestigations which con- 
vinced him that the permittees had 
conducted their business contrary to 
regulations and in a manner that 
did not inspire the government with 
confidence in their operations. 

Charges Injury to Business. 

“T can only assume from this state- 
ment that Major Campbell, who is 
a very efficient official, in his zeal 
to stop all possible leaks is bound 
to interfere with legitimate business, 
and even with the arts in which de- 
natured alcohol is a prime requisite. 
‘Proof’ therefore, can only mean, to} 
my mind, the opinion, prejudice or | 
personal bias on the part of Major} 
Campbell or his minions.” 

In his New Year's statement Major 
Campbell held that his drastic reduc- 
tions in alcohol withdrawal had not, | 
in his opinion, interfered in any way | 
with legitimate business. He said/| 
also that most of the permits for 
which renewals had been refused | 
were held by persons or concerns 
selling all or most of their product 
to ‘‘cover houses,’’ which he de- 
scribed as bogus concerns set up 
as legitimate business enterprises in 
order to cover fictitious sales of alco- 
holic products by apparent confirma- 
tions of orders for and the delivery 
of the manufactured products to 
themselves.

NEWPORT, R. I., Jan. 2 (P.— 


Seven witnesses were heard today at 
the State’s inquest, from which Fed- 
eral officials were barred, into the 
deaths of three rum-runnergs on the 
motor boat Black Duck off here Sun- 
day. The Federal officers were 
barred by Attorney General Oscar 
L. Heltzen, who said he did not con- | 
sider that they had a right to be 
present to get information that could 
be used for a defense if an indict-| 
ment should be brought against the | 
crew of the Coast Guard boat 290, 
who shot the rum-runners. 

The inquest, conducted by Mr. 
Heltzen and Coroner Perry B. Daw- 
ley, was continued until next week, 
probably Monday, at which time Mr. 
Heltzen said he hoped to have the 
difficulties that have arisen between 
the State and Federal authorities | 
sufficiently ironed out so as to get 
the testimony of the Coast Guard 
crew. 

Mr. Heltzen said he intended to 
confer with Federal Attorney Henry 
M. Boss at Providence tomorrow, 
and if unable to get the information 
he sought, he would telegraph to the 
Treasury Department at Washington 
immediately. 

The inquest was private and none | 
of the testimony was made known. 
The Federal officers barred’ were 
Deputy Collector T. F. Finnegan of 
Boston, Customs Agent Joseph P. 
McKenna and Inspector George M. 
Murphy, who said they were con- 
ducting an investigation of the 
mooring for the Treasury Depart- 
ment. In diseussing his refusal to 
permit the men to enter, Mr. Helt- 
zen asked Mr. Finnegan if he had 
the names of the crew of the 290, 
and Mr. Finnegan replied that he did 
not have them, 

The witnesses heard were Sergeant 
Tames Toomey and Privates Ray 
Rankin and Clifford Reistrick of the 
army medical detachment at Fort 
Adams, who received the bodies of 
the dead men when they were 
brought to the fort by the Coast 
Guard crew; Charles Travers of 
New Bedford, Conn., the surviving 
member of the crew of the Black 
Duck; Lieutenant O. D. Bowman, 
whe was officer of the day at the 
fort when the bodies reached there; 
Medical Examiner Samuel Adelson 
of Newport, and Thomas Cassidy, a 
New York reporter who was under- 
stood to have testified that a Coast 
Guard officer at New London had 
told him the one-pounder of the 290, 
the gun usually used in firing a 
warning at rum ships, had not been | 
fired at the time of the killings. 

Mr. Heltzen said he had ‘‘plenty of 
testimony’ that the one-pounder 
had not beer. fired.

take correspondence school lessons in football. 

Their instruction charts will be post-marked 
“California.”” Those fellows taking to the tall timber 
on their hands and knees are football followers who, 
a month or two ago, were stating with lordly assur- 
ance that the Pitt Panthers were three touchdowns 
stronger than any other team in the country. 


There were extenuating circumstances in the slaugh- 
ter of the Panthers by the terrible Trojans. Few will 
*contend that the score of the game is an accurate in- 
dication of the relative strength of the two teams 
through the run of the season. The warm weather un- 
doubtedly had something to do with the complete rout, 
and the lay-off of a month after the end of Pitts- 
burgh’s reguiar schedule was a contributing factor. 


But a year’s lay-off and a burning tropical sun 
couldn’t cover the difference between the teams as the 
game was played. The Panthers had no adequate de- 
fense for the Trojan air attack. Carnegie Tech and 
the Army kept reasonably close to their Coast oppo- 
nents through two periods and then wilted. Under 
such circumstances, dragging in the change in climate 
as an important factor is fairly reasonable. But the 
Panthers went to pieces like the wonderful one-hoss 
shay, ‘‘all at once and nothing first, just as bubbles 
do when they burst.’’ Even the most enthusiastic 
Californians wouldn’t claim that their climate was 
magical enough to bring about such a complete change. 


Concentration. 


They know how to play football on the Coast. They 
have big fellows. good coaches and practically an all- 
year outdoor sports program. Those things help tre- 
mendously. But another thing that helps is the con- 
centration of football material in a way that the East 
will never rival. Indeed, the probability is that arfy 
lessening of this advantage will come through a drop 
in the Coast concentration as population increases on 
the Western Slope and more colleges and universities 
spring up. 

As a traveler hies westward he finds a greater num- 
ber of colleges and universities tlt are entirely State 
institutions. In such institutions the tuition is free, 
and the living expenses for students are much lower 
than they are in the East. Naturally, the students 
flock to them in great numbers, and all the more so 
because they haven’t the wide choice of near-by col- 
leges and universities that is to be had in the East. 

On the Coast a lad debating the choice of a univer- 
sity, with some slight thought of athletic opportunity 
and reputation, could probably limit his field to a 
dozen. But anywhere along the Atlantic Coast the 
collegiate competition is far keener and more exten- 
sive. This wider dispersal of student and athletic 
forces cuts down the average strength at any given 
institution. 


Back to Earth. 


But that’s too technical to be dragged into a discus- 
sion that arose over a game in which {he score was 
47 to 14. The truth is that they have some advantages 
on the Coast, and they make the most of them. That 
they can win outside the limits of their own back- 
yards has been proved time and again in track, row- 
ing, footbail and other sports.

Some of the 
best Coast rlayers weren't available, due to the South- 
ern California and Stanford engagements with the 
Panthers and the Army. 


Cutting Classes. 


The boxing overlords made a good move in crossing 
the ‘junior’ classes off their official books. There 
was no more reason for recognizing those “‘in-be- 
tween’’ classes than in having a championship at 
every pound on the scale. The ancient order should 
be allowed to stand until there is a final revision on a 
metric basis, which will come some day in boxing 
just as it will come in track and field sports and, for 
that matter, in all civilized computation. 

There's another point that might be mentioned. 
Champions in boxing, with their demands for huge 
purses and guarantees and further stipulations that 
contenders must come in over title weight in many 
bouts, are really a drawback to the game, The fewer 
champions the better., It might be better to have but 
one championship, and that in the unlimited class. 
The titles are too often merely levers for prying extra 
money from boxing fans and giving as little as pos- 
sible in return, 


Out in the Cold. 


Still another point is that there is often a debate 
over the real champion at any given weight, and the 
logical contenders are far from helpful in solving the 
puzzle. There’s the light-heavyweight title that was 
abandoned by Tommy Loughran and the heavyweight 
championship tossed aside by Gene Tunney, not to 
mention lesser classes. 

There is no world’s heavyweight champion at the 
moment, nor any light-heavyweight champion, and 
the world rotates at its normal speed. Maxie Rosen- 
bloom and Leo Lomski are due to exchange buffets 
at the Garden this evening in an endeavor to get a 
more definit« rating on the light-heavyweight title 
claimants, but in all the proposals to clear up the 
claims in this class one finds no mention of Larry 
Johnson of Chicago, who recently tipped over Joe 
Sekyra in no time at all. 

Johnson is out in the cold. That’s no place to keep 
a willing worker in the Winter-time. Chicago fight 
followers insist that if they let Johnson in he’ll make 
it hot for somebody,

$2000 IN ONE GIFT 


SENT 10 AID NEEDIEST 


Anonymous Donation Is Part of 


$4,519 Received in Day to 
Relieve Distress. 


‘OLD FRIENDS’ 


They Duplicate Contributions | anonymous 


Made Last Week—Many 
Others Give Again. 


440 CASES PROVIDED FOR 


Late Donations Slowly Bringing the 
Fund Nearer to Last Year’s To- 
tal—$315,624 Now in Hand, 


The Neediest Cases Fund was 
brought within $22,486.94 of last 
year’s relief by eighty-six contribu- 
tors who gave $4,519 yesterday. 
Some duplicated previous gifts, from 
$5 to $250, and one gave $2,000 
anonymously. 

Many contributors, who evidently 
clipped out cases published two 
weeks ago, waiting to see if the fund 
would need their aid, are now send- 
ing in the clippings with $5 and $10 
attached. 

Others send funds for Neediest 
whose case numbers they can no 
longer remember, but whose distress 
they are still able to describe. 

Several of the large contributions 
which were repeated yesterday were 
transmitted to the Neediest Fund 
through one or another of the nine 
charitiy societies that submitted their 
needy cases for selection at the out- 
set of this appeal on behalf of the 
Neediest of all. 

Mrs. E. H. Harriman sent a check 
for $250 through the Association for 
Improving the Condition of the Poor, 
as her second contribution to the 
fund. An anonymous contributor 
sent a second $100 check through the 
Brooklyn Bureau of Charities, which 
also received $200 from Jessie H. Mil- 
ler ‘‘for your Neediest cases still un- 
provided for.”’ 


“Old Friends” Give Again, 

Six of the participating charity so- 
cieties reported that a group of con- 
tributors distributed gifts of 
$100 to each society a week ago un- 
der the title of ‘‘Old Friends’’ had 


repeated the benefaction yesterday. 
A total of $600 was received from this 
group by the Association for Imprev- 
ing the Condition of the Poor, the 
Charity Organization Society, the 
State Charities Aid Association, the 
@atholic Charities, the Brooklyn Bu- 
reau of Charities and the Brooklyn 
Federation of Jewish Charities, 
Each gift was accompanied by a 
letter signed ‘“‘Old Friends,’’ which 


that 


explained: ‘“We are desirous of help- | 


ing to accomplish the successful rais- 
ing of funds which would equal. the 


amount collected last year, and there- | 


fore are trying to do our part by du- 


plicating our previous contributions | 


to the organizations to which we 
have but a few days ago sent our 
first contributions.”’ 

Some of the contributions reaching 
THe New Yor« TIMEs directly yes- 
terday came from abroad and from 
points in the United States distant 
from New York, but apparently not 
beyond sympathy for New York's 
Neediest. 

A few who were closer to the dis- 
tress expressed regret at contribut- 
ing late; but others, who have been 
acquainted for years with the work- 


ing of the fund, simply transmitted | 


their contributions ‘‘as usual,’’ know- 
ing there was still time to help be- 
cause the relief proposed is not a 
holiday gesture which is extended 
temporarily to sufferers who then 
slip back.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Uncon- 
scious and falling over two miles

HIGH MEDICAL FEES 


‘Physicians’ Group Lists\ Over- 
charging Persons of Small 
Means as Grave Abuse.

Receives Honor Medal, 


Declaring that “‘all is not well with 
the medical profession,” the annual 
report of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, read at a meeting of the 
organization last night at 108d Street 
and Fifth Avenue, denounced certain 
| ‘glaring’ professional abuses, such 
| as the overcharging of patients with ° 
| Small means and advocated “an im 
tensive study of hospital practice 
which would include the qualifica | 
tion and method of appointment” of 
the medical personnel of hospitals. 

The report, read by Dr. Walter Lx 
Niles, also said that the present 
j}method of medical testimony in the 
| courts is “highly unsatisfactory from 
the point of view of the courts as 


well as from the point of view of 
the dignity of the medical profes- 
sion.’’ The report urged a study of 
this question and contended that 
there was need of ‘‘a satisfactory 
definition of murder in the first and 
second degree and manslaughter.” 

Dr. John A. Hartwell, president of 
the academy, appointed a committee 
to study and make recommendations 
“‘In regard to the legal definition of 
| Insanity, the disposition of those con- 
| victed of criminal offenses and on 
the question of ‘expert testimony 
when there is a psychiatric problem 
involved.’’ 

Medal of Honor Awarded. 


Besides listening to the reading of 
the report, members of the organi- 
zation bestowed upon Dr. Carl Koller 
of 68 East Eighty-sixth Street the 
first medal of honor ever awarded 


by the academy. The medal, donated 
by Dr. Samuel McCullagh, was given 
to Dr. Koller im recognition of his 
| work in applying local anesthesia in 
|connection with operations on the 
eye. The medal of*honor is to be 
given annually for outstanding work 
in medicine. 

The academy\also elected six distin- 

guished American and European sci- 
entists as honorary fellows. They 
were Jules Bordet, bacteriologist; 
|Ernst Fuchs of Vienna, Sir Frederick 
| Gowland Hopkins, Mme. Curie, René 
|Leriche, teacher. of surgery at the 
Universities of Lyons and Strass- 
bourg, and Sir Thomas Lewis, distin- 
| guished heart specialist of London. 
| After asserting that ‘‘all is not well 
; with the medical profession,’’ the 
general report of the academy went 
| on to say: 
“It is recognized that in the pres- 
|; ent commercial age, there is a desire 
;on the part of many physicians to 
jachieve financial as well as profes- 
;Sional success, and it is regretted 
jthat in many instances physicians 
, are willing to place greater financial 
{reward on a higher plane than their 
| professional standards. It is known 
| that there are meny physicians who 
|are frequently guilty of gross unpro- 
| fessional conduct.”’

“Glaring Abuses’’ Listed. 
} 


The report enumerated the follow 
ling ‘‘glaring abuses’: 1, the overe 
| charging of patients who cannot af- 
| ford the fees demanded; 2, the pub- 
l\licity obtained by many physicians 
| which indicates that they are better 
| qualified to treat certain conditions 
than are their colleagues; 3, the di- 


| vision of fees between specialists and 
|the general practitioner. 

| The report then went on to take 
|up hospitals, saying that while many 
|hospitals are organized on a high 
; plane, “‘it is known that there are 
many hospitals which are not well 
organized, where the professional ad- 
ministration is lax and history and 
|record keeping is practically non-ex- 
jistent.”” It asserted that there are 
|many hospitals’ which are not regu- 
|larly inspected and where physicians 
act without supervision and opera- 
tions are undertaken without the 
knowledge of any other physician. 
“It is believed that in some hos- 
|}pitals umnecessary operations are 
| performed by physicians who are in-# 
| adequately trained for their work,” 
| the report said. 

| It declared that while there are 
| various agencies, such as the State 

Board of Charities, the Department 
{of Health and the Department of 
| Hospitals, who supervise certain as- 

pects of the work, 
|agencies exercise any supervision 
; over the qualifications of the physi- 

cians in attendance or of the record- 
ing of results.”’ 

It was urged for this reason that 
| steps be undertaken by the academy 
| ‘to make intensive study of hospital 
|practice which would include the 
| qualification and method of appoint- 
;}ment of the medical personnel.”’

M. Daudet was convicted of libel 
after violent attacks in his newspa- 
per, the Action Francaise, against a 
chauffeur in whose taxi his son was 
found shot. He accused the chauffeur 
of perjury, although the police had 
exonerated the latter because they 
were satisfied that young Daudet 
was a suicide.

Postal Rates. 


The postal rates to be levied for 
various services or classifications 
have always been a matter of con- 
tention and dispute. Even George 
Washington had something to say 
about this in his annual message 
to Congress in 1792, when he 
favored rates which would ‘‘facili- 
tate the circulation of —— in- 
telligence and informatio 

As the eee of first gees mat- 
ter has generally brought a profit, 
while the second class business has 
been done at considerable loss, the 
main difficulties in adjusting rates 
have centred there. 

Your committee feels that it 
would be a mistake to adopt the 
theory that every piece of mail 
should pay its way. Postal rates 
should be fixed with reference to 
the broad questions of public 
policy. An important function of 
the postoffice is that of furtherin 
intersectional understanding an 
general intelligence through the 
speedy distribution of written and 
printed communications. To some 
extent the postoffice serves our 
population as does the public 
school. Therefore, rates on sec- 
one class matter should not be so 

as to seriously curtail the dis- 
tcfoution of newspapers by mail. 
Also, it should not be overlooked 
that the four mail classifications 
create business for one another, 
and that second class mail is a 
large creator of business in the 
first class and other divisions. 

It should not, furthermore, be 
forgotten the postal business, like 
railway transportation, shows that 
an increasing volume of mail mat- 
ter does not add to costs in the 
same proportion as to revenues.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y,, Jan. 2.— 
The extraordinary grand jury inves- 
tigating land transactions # West- 
chester County concluded its inquiry 
into Newcastle real estate deals in- 


volving Howard R. Washburn, Chair- 
man of the Board of Supervisors, and 
voted on indictments shortly after 
'6 o’clock tonight. The grand jurors 
were told to return at 9:30 A. M. 
Monday, when it is expected they will 
report their findings to Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur S. Tompkins. 

Because the jurors were charged by 
Justice Tompkins on Monday to speed 
their inquiry amd because of the 
other matters awaiting their atten- 
tion some speculation was aroused 
as to why an adjournment was taker 
over Friday and Saturday. One opin- 
ion was that the interval might be 
intended to give the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s representatives time io draft 
indictments. 

Sidney A. Syme, Special Deputy At- 
torney General, said the indictments, 
if voted, would be returned in one of 


| three ways. The jurors, he said, could

indict Washburn alone for miscon- 
duct in office; they could indict 
| Washburn and David Kipp together; 
or they might indict Washburn and

castle Holding Company, which sold 
to the town of Newcastle a portion 
of its holdings, according to the com-

nary investigations last Summer.

| would be charged with aiding and 
| abetting the supervisor in the com- 
| mission of a misdemeanor, Mr. Syme 
| declared. 
The jury’s action is the first it 
j}has taken since it began hearing 
testimony on Nov. 26. Until two 
weeks ago it heard evidence in con- 
nection with the purchase by the 
Board of Supervisors of additional 
court house property in White Plains 
for $948,000. 

The charges against Washburn are 
that he was interested in the New- 
castle Holding Company at the time 
it sold to the town of Newcastle for 
$49,500 part of its holdings in Chap- 
paqua, and that he was interested 
|in the Bailey-Washburn Building at 
|the time a lease was signed renting 
|some of its office space to the town 
|of Newcastle. Washburn, a super- 
| visor from Newcastle, presided over 
| the sessions of its town board. He 
|has represented Newcastle in the 
Board of Supervisors for more than

|creases in taxation. Recognizing a 


demand for a reduction of the tax | 


burden, I advocated a decrease of 30 
cents in the tax rate. It was found 
possible, however, to grant a net de- 
crease of only 7% cents. 

“The Philadelphia tax rate is the 
lowest of any large city in the United 
States, but it necessarily follows that 
as the city grows and new streets, 
water mains and sewers are con- 
structed and other improvements 
made, our maintenance charges will 
correspondingly increase.’’

The fact that a large percentage 
of the corporation bond issues 
brought out in 1929 carried stock 
purchase and conversion privileges 
will not necessarily be the case in 
1930, in the opinion of leading in- 
vestment bankers.

‘‘This association has considered the | 
proposal carefully from the point of | 
view of the probable result of such | 
an extension upon commerce and 
trade between the United States and | 
the Philippines. In our opinion the 
extension of the coastwise shipping 
laws to the Philippines would reduce 
existing competition between carriers 
engaged in trade between those is- 
lands and the United States, thereby 
inevitably increasing freight rates 
charged on such merchandise. 

‘This increase would result in a| 
decline in the volume of business 
between the United States and the 
Philippines by giving to competitors 
in other countries unlimited competi- 
tive service, while traders of the 
United States enjoy only a limited or 
less competitive service. We also be- 
lieve that the extension of the coast- 
wise shipping laws, with the inevit- 
able increase in rates just referred to, 
would place a hardship on Filipinos 
by increasing the cost of their com- 
modities imported from the United 
States and also by limiting or re- 
ducing the competitive market for 
their products, particularly such 
products as are consumed the 
United States. 

‘‘For these reasons the Merchants’ 
Association of New York earnestly 
hopes that the Senate will not take 
action looking toward the inclusion 
of the Philippi ne Islands within the 
scope of operations of our coastwise 
shipping laws.”’
